To Keep Turks in Europe. 
The ultimate object of keeping the

Bulgarians out of Constantinople will 
be to keep the Turks in Europe. That 
the sultan will have at the end of the 
w ar at least Constantinople, the Dar­ 
danelles, the Bosphorus and an

panying narrow strip of territory, is 
considered essential to the great in­ 
ternational interests. 
It is not believed that any further
